again at their pleaſures; during this Ceſſation, as likewiſe to and 
from any ther. parts of his Majeſties Dominions , without any 
ſeatch, ſtay or impriſonment of their perſons , or ſeizure and do- 
rention of their goods or  eftares ; And that all manner of Trade 
Fraffique and commerce, be free and open between all his Maje-
